Bharpabaia, aad bsgaa practice of 
law to -Potnam county, Indiana, but 
left there to join tlip battalion of 
Major Robert G. Stoner, of the Con- 
federate army, which was united 
with Major W. C. P. Brecktorldgo's 
battalton to form the Ntoth Ken- 
hioky Cavalry under tka cosaaMad of 

General Morgan. 

He practiced law In Owlngsvllle 
after tha war, aad bocama coonty 
attorney of Bath county after serv- 
ing six months as police Judge of 
Owlngsvllle. He served a term In 
the legislature before moving to Mt 
Sterling to practice law, where he 
was a partoor of the lamentod Jadga 
Rickard Raid aad went from here to 
Lonlsvtlle in 188S. After servins as 
city attorney of Louisville ticcame 
general counsel tor the L. & N. rail- 
road to UM. As fltty attoraoy he 
was tastrasMatal to cttUacting |600,- 
000 to back tazos, and as general 
counsel he served for a time as 
chairman of the association of coun- 
cU for ratlnada. kstov firavMBtly 
called OB to argaa casaa bolaro tk* 
United Mates supreme ooart 

Colonel Stone attained to great- 
ness on account of legal lore and the 
tenacity manifested In his practice. 
While a leading tawyar aad dtlsen, 
ha was also a davont wamber of the 
Christiaa church.

Most Irindertarten or primary 
leiichrTs liave at some lime fell the 
pans of seeing a child show fear. 
Krequently a teacher wonders why 
she does not Win tho wholo fc sarted, 
lorlng raspoBs* whMl moM ehlldrea 
so readily give to the efforts of a 
sympathetic friend. No child can 
gijre his best attention when there is 
present a dread of what might hap- 
pen If he makM a aliinft Be that 
sensation of fear erer so vague, it 
wlU check ready expreesion of the 
thoughts and retard natural, normal, 
mental development 

All teachers and public welfkre 
workers will testify that many pa- 
rents and relatives ' threaten children 
with various direful punishments to 
be administered hy ppUcemeo, doo- 
tors, teaehors, loMaM'ttad nnmsroui 
imaginary things. 

A flT«-year-ol4 boy entered a pri 
mary, room In Septomber. His eyes 
were weak. That, however, did not 

explain his evident fear of the teach- 
er. If she approached him to help 
him he. invariably crouched to one 
aover one* responded with 
a questionlns halt smile 
to her efforts to put him at ease. Of 
course, she called upon the child's 
mother. During the conversation the 
mother said, "We want him to mind 
and we told him that fvt wfMd a^ 
most beat bim to death It he dMn*! 

I think he b«ll«tsa Us, too " 

She seemed quite proud that her 
boy would "obey" not sesming to 
consider that submission Is not al- 
ways discipline. To the teacher It 
was pitiful. The child's effort to see 
resulted in an inevitable nervous 
strain. Through tear of eo— eqnsnees 
if he answerad qmstloBs Inoorrectly 
he was no doubt silent at times when 
he could have responded. And he 
probably made other mistakes by his 
nervoosBsaSi 

It la nat only teaehers who most 

contend with consequences of such 
a course. A few days ago I saw a 
child who was ill screani and pull the 
cover*) over her head as th« physi- 
cian naared the bed. "If you don't 
hush the doctor will grab your 
tongue." said the Bother. Of course, 
the child's fear was only Increased. 
Naturally it was impossible to accu- 
rately diagnosa her eaaa as she had 
worked herself into a serious nerv- 
ous state. 

Later the same physician remark- 
ed to me, "Why don't people teach 
children that we want to help, not 
hurt them?" He then cited many in- 
.slaiK es where the adults had threat- ! 
ened children with "the doctor" if ' 
they didn't obey. 'Dor oMtaws r«a> 
sons such a eowsa is very unfair 
to the physicians and the children 
who gain such harmful conceptions. 

ICvery child should learn that un- 
pleasant consequences Inevitably 
f o^o« MftMift ^ftUftuL Itat to teach 
a «Mld 16 liar ndivlduals, real or 
fanciful. Is an Injustice to the child, 
to those who are to share the respon- 
sibility of guiding him and to eacn 
member of the society of which he 
becomes a part It is through knowl- 
edge and not fear that he learns 
self-control and reepeet tor princi- 
ples of right and |«Wg «t
